.sidewalk, the Croisette, to th$ 
morning screenings, and talking 
' with others in the hallways of the 
central Palais du Cinema or the 
cafes outside, you can sense a 
deeper response than existed at 
midpoint last year — despite the 
fact that- Cannes’ 50th anniver- 
sary was intended as a milestone.

Who would have expected that 
Roberto Benigni, the most popu- 
lar of Italy’s current platoon of 
major movie and TV comedians, 
would suddenly turn so success- 
fully serious — with “La Vita e 
Bella," an astonishingly moving 
— -nightraore-comedy-about-an- 

■ Italian Jewish family caught in 
the Holocaust — that he woilld 
actually be in contention for the 
fest’s top prize, the Palme d’Or? 
Or that the rubbery-limbed, elfin- 
faced, frantic little Benigni, 
known to U.S. audiences mostly 


awards, including Best Actor, 
with its major competition thus 
far coming from two British 
thrillers by master directors, Ken 
Loach’s brilliantly lifelike “My 
Name is Joe," set in Glasgow, and 
John Boorman’s tense “The 
General,” set in Dublin. 

To understand which film has 
the edge, you’d probably need a 
peek into the psyche of the 
Cannes jury’s most influential 
member, president Martin 
Scorsese. Will he be predisposed 
toward the Italian Benigni? Or 
toward Boorman, a director 
whose work he is known to 
admire? Or toward Loach, who, 
like Scorsese himself, makes 
some of the most vividly alive 
movies today. 

And what about the other sur- 
prises of 1998? 

Who, for example, would 
have, expected that Ingmar 
Bergman, an artist who 
declared his definitive retire- 
ment from film direction after 
1983’s “Fanny and Alexander" 
and has not directed a film- of 
any kind since 1986, would sud- 
denly break his vow and send 
Cannes a new, and excellent, 
Bergman picture (“In the 
Presence of a Clown”)?

He still hasn't invented any- 
one as memorable as Scrooge or 
Micawber, and his fictional, set- 
tings, New England and else-

rich, tumultuous literary experi- 
ence.

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The Wanner touch: Back on the radio -^teppin^ot 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — Half n hoagie 
lie* on the kitchen counter in the break room 
of a recording studio. Now that he's "back on 
the charts, Steve Wanner doesn't have the 
luxury of a lunch hour. , 

“I'm already clicking at a prttty good pace," 
said Wanner," 1 who is promoting the new' CD 
“Bumin* the Roadhouse Down," his first vocal 
album in five years. 

“Garth saw me the other day„” Wariner 
‘ said. "He said, It's fun mu here In this filst 
lane, isn’t it?’ I’ve had three years of just lay- 
ing lowi" 



Said"). And he co-wrote Bryan White’s recent 
single, “One Small Miracle." Most reassuring 
to Wariner is his own “Holes in the Floor of 
Heaven" single, which is leaping up the 
charts. ; 

Not bad for a guy whose last solo tut was in 
1994 and whose record company was reluctant 
to issue another album. 

“I think the timing could not be better,” 
Wariner said- "People are ready now to hear 
someone that’s a little more experienced. 
Some of the new artists can’t sing about ‘Holes 
in the Floor of Heaven,"’ which is a medita- 
tion on death. 

“But I can. I'm 43 and I don’t mind being 43 
and the fact that I’ve got two kids and I’m 
singing about my family.” 

Wariner, a native of Noblesville, Ind., got his 
start in Nashville as bassist for Dottie West in 
the 1970s. He scored his first hit, “Your 
Memory," in 1980 and had 10 No. 1 hits from 
1981 to 1989. 

But he never sold many albums, recording 
through the years for RCA, MCA and Arista. 
His sole gold album (indicating sales of over 
500,000) was “1 Am Ready” on Arista in 1991. 
Follow-up album “Drive” sold poorly and 
wasn’t received well by radio programmers. 

“In Steve’s case, we had teen told ‘No’ by 
radio several times, in a row,” said Tim 
DuBois, who runs the Nashville office of 
Arista. " ' 

“Once a promotion staff has that history 
with an artist, it’s sometimes hard, regardless 
of the song, to re- ins till that confidence and 
that enthusiasm and that willingness to charge

‘Deer Hunter’ bucks game trends, clears ‘Myst’

NEW YORK — The “Myst" is 
finally clearing. 

Long the No. 1 computer game, 
the eerie but sadly antiseptic off- 
world mystery has been gunned 
down by “Deer Hunter," a 
refreshingly low-tech trophy buck. 

Going against the gram, the 
back-io-basics hunting simulaior -. 
did the seemingly impossible by- 
defying just about every current 
compuicr-gamc trend. 

“Deer Hunter" do'esn't cost a 
lot, it doesn't require a state-of-the 
art machine and, unlike a host of 
new multidisc games, it all fits on 
one CD. 

The S19.99 price tag is less, than 
half of what new computer games — 
typically set buyers back. It’s less 
than a third of what the most 
expensive games can run. 

And its ability to shine on 
“ancient" 4-year-old computers 
(Pentium 75) would seem to make 
it a joke in the current era of light- 
speed hardware and software 
titles bloated with memory-suck- 
ing 3-D graphics, endless video, 
"dips anti multiple channel stereo 
sound. 

But “Deer Hunter" is doing all 
the laughing now, and the bargain 
basement powerhouse’s clout 
shows no signs of waning as its 
$9.99 add-on package “Deer 
Hunter Extended Season" recent- 
ly debuted in No. 2 position on (he 
PC Data retail sides charts. 

The original version of the first- 
person perspective game lets 
cyberhumers use a hunting rifle 
equipped with a long-range scope, 
a powerful bow- and arrow setup 
or a shotgun to bring dowfc game. 

It takes more skill and patience to

Placing synths 
beside her trusty piano and work- 
ing with her first full-time band 
sine/ the days of “Y Kant Tori 
Read," the songs Amos finds at 
the “Choirgiri Hotel” are perhaps 
the catchiest, and most accessible 
of her career. She’s never sounded 
more ready for prime time than 
she does here. 

And, yet, as easy and approach- 
able as the album may seem, 
Amos still spends most of her time 
down in the deep end. It's just 
that this time around, she makes 
it easier for the uninitiated to 
snorkel on alongside her. 

Credit the changes in her sound 
for most of that shift. Port of what 
made Amos’ earlier work seem so 
hermetic was the hothouse-flower 
atmosphere evoked by her piano- 
and-voice arrangements. By con- 
trast, the “Choirgiri" songs, sound 


" more like conventional rock, with^ 
sizzling synths, growling guitars 
and driving, two-fisted drumming. 

Not only is the music more lis- 
tener-friendly, but the broader 
instrumental palette seems to 
have inspired a more panoramic 
sense of melody in Amos. -These 
are big. broad-stroke songs, with 
sweeping choruses and dramati- 
cally detailed verses, songs that 
seduce the listener with the sheer 
scale and opulence of their sound. 

That much is made clear in the 
album’s opening moments. 
“Spark" starts off like some lialf- 
remembered dream, with a dull- 
chiming synth ticking off orpeg- 
giated chords os treated guitar 
chords flash in the background 
like reflections in a dark room. 
Despite the graceful pulse of Man 
Chamberlain’s jazz-waltz drum- 
ming, the music’s feel is awkward 
and groggy, and that sucks us into 


in the way the piano restates the 
melody — until the final, eddying | 
chorus brings us back to the begin- 
ning. IPs such a giddily enjoyable 
ride, you almost don’t notice- how 

• easily the lyrics sink in. 

Amazingly, Amos repeats that 
trick throughout the album, yet 
without reiterating any melodic 
ideas or stylistic devices. So the 
dark, itchy “Cruel" slithers along 
with its creep-show synths and 

"throbbiiig,jungle'peraissibn-like-- 

some sort of swap-rock variant on 
Nine Inch Nails, while “Playboy 
Mommy" staggers on to the sound 
of synthesized saxophones, its 
broadly swinging beat a parody of 
nigKtclub sophistication. Then 
there’s “SheYYour Cocaine," 
which runs through a veritable 
catalog of Bcatle-isms, from its 
stomping “White Album” verse to 
its semi-psychedelic “Magical . 
Mystery Tour” bridge, ‘ 

The best sense of how powerful 
a performer Amos has become is . 
found not in rockers such as 
“Raspberry Swirl" or “Iiice" but 
in her ballads. Between the gentle, 
string-soaked phrases of “Jackie's 
Strength" and the slow, bitter- 
sweet cadences of “Northern 
Lad," Amos’ sense of melody is so 
acute that she barely needs words 
to ■ corivey the emotions she 
addresses. 


Halfway through making its 
new album, “Candy From a 
Stranger,” which came out 
Tuesday, Soul .Asylum tore, it up 
and started over.

Asian gains don’t

Many observers expressed 
skepticism over Suharto’s deci- 
sion to end his 32-year reign by 
naming his vice •president to take 
his place. 


Either way, analysts said, 
Indonesia is only one part of an 
Asian financial mess that’s look- 
ing increasingly difficult to con- 
tain and dean up. 

Notably, in an appearance 
before Congress on Thursday. 
Federal Reserve Chairman Alan 
Greenspan and Treasury 
Secretary Robert Rubin stressed 
that the U.S. economy had not yet 
absorbed die full impact of the 
Asian crisis.

Suharto exits, problems remain 


New president 
confronts old 
dilemmas 


JAKARTA, Indonesia (Ar) — 
An untested, little-trusted succes- 
sor took over Thursday in 
Indonesia confronting the same 
problems that drove Suharto 
from power after 32 years: angry 
students, powerful generals and 
an economy on the brink of col- 
lapse. 

As Suharto’s vice president 
and protege, Bachnruddin Jusuf 
Habibie himself faced calls to 
step _ down almost as soon as he 
took'the oath of office at the pres- 
idential palace — immediately 
after a mournful, apologetic 
“ Suharto resigned under growing 
public and international pres- 
sure. 

Unnppeased, the students who 
spearheaded Indonesia's anti- 
Suharto drive occupied parlia- 
ment for a fifth straight day. 
Some swore to Stay there until an 
entirely, new administration took 
power. 

“We won’t leave until Habibie 
follows Suhano. They represent 
the same things,” said one, 
Ramndi, as thousands of his fellow 
students partied into the night to 
celebrate Suharto's ouster. 

Indonesia’s student protests 
exploded into mob violence last 
week after police shot six students 
to death at a protest. The subse- 
quent looting, fires and rioting 
killed hundreds in the capital and 
eventually broke the autocratic 
Suharto’s long hold on power. 

“We are very, very happy," said 
Morzan Eqbol, while other stu- 
dents whooped, hollered and 
danced in the fountains outside 
parliament. 

“We wanted Suharto to go for a 
very long time. We have made it.
